ONE BIG FAMILY, WELL ORDERED, HAPPY WITH A PURPOSE AND A GOAL. 


THE SWIMMING POOL OF GOOD SIZE AND INVITING WAS EQUIPPED WITH 
A RAMP, ALONG WHICH POOL-CHAIRS WITH LITTLE WHEELS COULD BE DIRECTED 
INTO THE WATER WITH LESS ABLE CHILDREN AS THEIR LOADS. ONE BY ONE 
THESE CAMPERS COULD BE WHEELED INTO DEEPER WATER, WHERE THEY WERE

ConvaLEsant Home rn CHappaQua, N.Y. THIS LARGE NURSING HOME AND CAMP 
WacGon ROAD, WHICH IS A PART OF IT, IS SPONSORED BY THE CHILDREN'S AID 
SocreTy. GREAT THOUGHT HAS BEEN GIVEN TO USING THE HILLY TERRAIN AS 
NATURE DESIGNED IT. THUS THE BUILDINGS ON THE SLOPES WERE PARTLY 
SUPPORTED BY STURDY CEMENT PILLARS. WE SAW THE MODERN AND BEAUTIFUL

ECTOR TOOK US ON A TOUR OF THE CAMP WHICH IS VERY NEW, WELL DESIGNED

ECONOMIC STATUS, GREED, OR RACE. 
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
